On Jutie 6, 1898, the American 
army received orders to sail. On 
the morning of the 7th, just as tht 
flagship Scguranca was about to 
leave her dock at Port Tampa to 
lead the fleet of transports ou their 
way to Cuba, a wild telegram was 
received in Washingtou saying tlu 
report that Cervera was bottled ui 
in Santiago harbor was not true; 
only a few old ships had gone in 
there as a ruse to deceive the Ameri- 
can fleet, while the four tirst clasns 
Spanish cruisers were hidden in 
some bay (of which there are an\ 
uuml>er on the coast of Cuba) and 
was now en route westward to 
intercept the transixjrt fleet ami 
blow it out of the water. Tin 
heaviest ships of Samp.son's fleet 
were in front of Santiago, and oniv 
a few of the lighter vessels wen 
doing blockade duty off Havan.i 
The naval convoy to the army trans 
port fleet was small, pitifully .so 
and when the reported movemeni 
of the Spanish fleet reached Wash 
ington, the civilian branch of tin 
War and Navy departments wen 
in a great state of turmoil and 
tribulation. The report specificallv 
stated that two large Spanish crui 
■era (presumably the Viscaya and 
Almirante Ocjuendo) were seen tin 
night before running without lights- 
westward through the Nichola> 
Channel. The United States crui 
aer Kagle, I believe it was, canu 
into Key West post haste with this 
news; it was quickly lelegraplied to 
Washiugton, and then came the 
order to stop the transport fleet and 
prepare to resist the attack of the 
Spaniards. 

All the army men knew this 
Spanish fleet was a myth and pro 
bably the result of an imaginativt 
brain of some overworked blue 
jacket. Col. Cheney had received 
information on the morning of Juiu 
5th from one of his men who was 
operating in the eastern end of Cuba 
that Cervera was in Santiago bar 
bor.

These facts were fully reported to 
Washington, but civilian Washing- 
ton looked with .supreme contempt 
on military and naval Tnmpa, and 
the army fleet came back, and for 
eight days more they backed nnd 
filled like a lot of sheep. (Jradually 
it dawned ujran the civilian War 
Department that the threatening 
fleet was only a phantom, and on 
June 14th they gave the word and 
the army sailed away. 

I^ is not the purpose or intention 
of tins article to deal with the opera- 
tions around Santiago, although 
volumes could be written, telliug of 



the great courage and daring of the 
American regular line officer and 
soldier, of the hopeless inefficiency 
of army headquarters at Santiago 
until the arrival of Gen. Miles. 
It might be noted that the physi- 
cally weak commander of the San- 
tiago army contem]ilated retreating 
from San Julan Hill on July 4th, and 
l)eing physically incapa,citated from 
further active comnmiul, sent for the 
next ranking general and outlined 
the proposed retreat, telling the gen- 
eral to a.sswme comtrand. That 
general quietly but forcibly informed 
the commander that an American 
army under his command would 
never retreat on the l-'onrth of July. 
That was the wrong day to begin 
such a movement. ' ' Then the great 
President in Washington took hold 
of affairs. Reinforcements were 
hurried forward ; the thin line 
spreading over fourteen miles huni; 
on and Spain was lieaten. It is safe 
to say, had a retreat been ordered, 
the army would have disregarded the 
order. American men and blood 
were spent in taking that hill;

Then the li'ile 
corpuscles in it can do their work 
well and throw off any diseases that 
may jjel into it. And if tlie bU>od 
uets euld, it getsnnmlt, just as a 
person does, and cannot do the 
work intendt-d for it. So that it 
we keep it warm, we are very likely 
to be warm. 

Fortunately this is pretty easy to 
do In mo.s» parts of the body, the 
blood vessels are tieep under the 
flesh wlieie they are kept warm, 
and there are only a f»*w place 
where tbpy come near to the skin so 
that the cold air will not chill the 
precious blood. So if these places 
me kept warm, the whole bo<ly will 
lie in H healthy condition. 

Pioliably the most delicate place, 
».nd the one that nf-t-da protection 
most is at the base of the l>ain, the 
baek of the head. All the blood in 
the luxly has to pasa that spot, and 
if it gels Cold, the l>lo<><t will all get 
ehilled. Another imporant spot is 
the wrist, where the bkKKi is so close 
to the skin thaf yon can s^-e it beat- 
ing. A strip of cUiih around the 
wri^t will often keep the hand warm 
when a glove on th" hand with the 
wiist ex|K>sed, will leave the hand 
cold. In the same way it is more 
important to Iihvh the ankles well 
eov«'ied, than to have heavy Fhoes 
on the rest of the feet. A strip of 
heavy cloth inside the top of the 
nhoe Is worn l»y many people, anO 
is a great protection. It is also im- 
portant to protect the back and the 
abdomen. 

It is foolish to talk of hanlening 
yoniself. A mah cap no more l>e 
liardened not to catch cold than 
water can be hardened not to freeze. 
It has been shown that many chil- 
dren are kille»l by the hartl^ning 
process, and that those that do live 
through it are more likely to be 
delicate than those that have l»een 
carefully cared for. People who 
live out of doors are likely to l)e 
stronger and breathe more pure air, 
and so keep more healthy than 
those that are shut up in houses, but 
this is only true when the body is 
well protecteti. 

This is not very exciting read- 
ing, bnt if every body that does 
read it should act on it, it would 
probably save many lives th's 
winter. It is fi>olish, not brave, to 
risk death and disease by neuleot- 
ing these little things that make all 
the difference in the world. And, 
every father that is worth the 
name, will protect hia children, 
even if he is foolish al»out himself.

The prCNcnl Church 
l8 Hiiuateil on 148th Street, just west 
uf Ain.sterilatn Avenue, anil Ih built 
some Iwenty-flve feel back from the 
line of the street lo permit the erec- 
tion of such a buiUling an above 
inilicatetl, which will form a facade 
to Ihe church edifice and beacenler 
of reliKJouH an 1 Hocial life amon^at 
the silent peoples. Ur. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building;, which 
would have completed the chnrch 
with which his name has always 
heen associated. This whh not per- 
mitted, and it is HUg^ested as a 
inoNl fitting tneinurial 10 him that 
ihiH work l>e now underl>aken. Si. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The ne'^ building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five i'eet 
nloiig the street front and twenty- 
five feel in depth. It will be thiee 
slorieM in height, with a basement, 
ind will bo used ior the social, re- 
ligious and industrial nee<ls of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
HinouDl rt-qiiired for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,C0U, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a con^'iiieuous monument 
lo him whose life was devoted to the 
.silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse Ihe memorial.
